MUM CHATTER 


A year ago when I wrote this paragraph I remarked about what a 
wonderful growing season for Mums 1954 was. This year I must report 
just the opposite. We had an extremely hot season—in fact the hottest 
summer we have had in 25 years with temperatures between 90 and 100 
for over 30 days. These high temperatures along with our very dry 
weather during the time that the Mums were setting buds retarded the 
blooming time on many varieties as much as 30 days. We have now come 
to the conclusion that for every day the temperature is above 90° during 
the bud formation time on garden Chrysanthemums the blooming time 
will be retarded about one day. We had very severe frosts on the ninth 
and tenth of September (this is the second time that has happened in 
50 years) which did much damage to the flowers in the lower portions 
of our fields. The buds were just forming and were very tender at that 
time and the cold temperatures took its toll. We had no rain to speak of 
from September 1 until early November and the flowers that did come 
into bloom did not have the sparkle and the quality that we are accus- 
tomed to. All in all it was a very trying season because of the unusual 
weather. Many flowers such as Peonies, Daylilies and Glads were way 
off of schedule too. When we harvested our roots we found that they 
were extremely large and thrifty this year. This is perhaps due to the 
fact that not much of the plant strength was used in producing flowers 
so we feel that we have stronger stock from which to propagate our next 
year’s plants. Inasmuch as “‘hope springs eternal’ we are looking forward 
to a good year and are putting everything we have into a big planting 
for a glorious show next fall. 


Among the new things that impressed us the most during this un- 
favorable season was Adorable that mound of rose-pink that bloomed 
better than ever. Another extremely fine soft shell-pink was Evelyn 
Devaney. This Is an extremely soft color with a very fine tailored flower 
that lends itself so exquisitely to arrangements. Companion outdid 
itself in mid September with armloads of golden-bronze flowers. This 
I think, has a great future tn the North for an early cut flower. Bronze 
Giant which ts extremely large and showy was outstandingly good. Of 
course there are limitations to the large flowers, as a plant only develops 
about half as many flowers when the flowers are large. George Luxton 
was extremely good here although it bloomed two or three weeks later 
than tt normally does. Goldsmith impressed us as being a coming 
yellow that blooms in late mid-season. Muriel Rice, because it bloomed 
later than normal had much more color than we have seen it have in 
other years. Some of the late flowers showed very much of the bronze 
and lavender that you do not see earlier in the season. The two new 
carnation-flowered varieties developed by the University of Nebraska 
impressed us as being unique and distinct novelties. We liked Pathfinder 
in bright golden yellow and Plainsman in shades of bronze. We hope 
to have a white in that type next year. 


Of the older varieties that really performed well during this off season 
were Defiance with its glittering gold quilled flowers and Early Crimson 
with its jewel-like ruby flowers. We liked Early Harvest the best of 
all the bronze cushion varieties this past season. It was outstandingly 
good. Gladmess performed well for a rose cushion type. Martin’s 
Yellow (new name for Canary) bloomed in all its glory. Orchid Helen 
although very late bloomed wonderfully well. Success, although very 
late, we consider to be the best of all the reds. 


Dr. Kraus’ things are a complete departure from the smaller spray 
Mums that we are accustomed to growing here. He has now developed 
and introduced a whole group of giant flowered kinds that we hope will 
be adapted to the great midwest climate. Some of the giants among 
these are Helen Bogue in purple, Grace Bradshaw in pure white, 
Ruby Breithaupt in primrose, Mojave Gold in deep bronze, and 
Butterscotch in shades of light gold. We now have two good spidery 
quills in other colors besides the yellow that we have been growing here 
for years: Jessamine Williams in white and Sunstone in very pale 
yellow. Dr. Kraus also has a nice group of pompons and buttons coming 
along that we hope to have ready next year. One has been released as 
Theresa Stone which is a gorgeous pastel pompon.

Football Bronze was outstanding as was Muriel Rice and 
Pink Quill. Among the older ones Patricia Lehman and Olive Longland, also 
Carnival were so good. Patricia Lehman has always been a favorite.”

Mum Culture aud Care 


OUR SURE-TO-BLOOM PLANTS: We believe our sure-to- 
bloom plants, grown from virgin cuttings, well established in 214- 
inch pots and sent to you with a ball of good soil about the roots, 
are the most practical and economical to buy. These will make big 
husky, free blooming plants by early fall. 


CULTURE: Hardy garden Mums are among the easiest of all 
hardy plants to grow. They will tolerate almost endless neglect and 
still survive and give some bloom. To have them at their best, give 
them good culture, a sunny location, a rich soil, and do not Iet them 
suffer for want of moisture during the hot summer. 


Mums in the garden should be planted in an open, sunny location 
and should not be shaded by buildings, Iarge shrubs or trees for 
more than three or four hours per day. Any fairly rich soil, be it 
sandy, clay or loam, that will grow other flowers and vegetables well, 
will also grow good Mums. Peat moss, leaf mold or barnyard manure 
ee into the soil is an excellent conditioner and much to their 
iking. 


PLANTING: Spring is by far the best planting season. The proper 
planting time is when the spring garden work is well under way and 
the heavy, ice-freezing frosts are past. Planting can begin about 
the time early tulips begin to bloom and can be continued until 
peonies are in bloom. Here m Southern Minnesota this would be 
from about late April until mid-June. Farther south this date would 
be advanced according to the climate. Young plants always give the 
best bloom so we recommend that clumps that have wintered be 
divided in the spring to individual shoots when they have made four 
or frye inches of growth. You will be surprised how rapidly these 
small shoots will grow and how much better bloom they will give 
you than old crowded clumps. 


SUMMER CARE: Good culture during the summer, with regular 
loosening up of the soil about the plants to maintain a constant 
supply of moisture, to aerate the ground, and to keep weeds from 
becoming established, is all that is necessary to grow good Mums. 
One or two applications of a well-balanced commercial fertilizer is 
beneficial but not absolutely necessary. Roughly, about a small 
handful of commercial fertilizer per plant at about one-month 
intervals ts sufficient. The first application can be made in late July 
or early August. This highly concentrated fertilizer should not be 
used when the soil is dry, because foliage and root burn will result. 
Be sure that plenty of moisture is available at time of application. 


WATERING: The best way to water Mums is to make a saucer- 
like depression about the plant, lay the hose on the ground, and let 
the water run slowly. The following day the soil can be Ioosened up 
and leveled again. A thorough watering like this should be sufficient 
for a week or ten days, even during the hottest and driest weather. 
Sprinkling the plants from overhead should be discouraged, for that 
invites foliage diseases. 


PINCHING: To have sturdy and well-branched plants it is ad- 
visable to pinch the terminal shoots once or twice during the season. 
This operation is done with the thumb and forefinger and consists 
of removing about 1 inch of the soft growing tip of the main shoots. 
The first pinching should be done when the plants are about 6 inches 
tall, to induce Jateral branches. When these lateral branches are 
8 to 10 inches tall, their tips should be removed to induce more 
branches. Discontinue pinching by August 1, as the plants will 
soon be forming buds. The very early-blooming varieties should not 
be pinched after July 15. A well-pinched plant will not need staking 
or other support, since the growth will be strong and sturdy and 
will stand erect. 


SPRAYING: We recommend a simple spray program in gardens 
that have a wide variety of plants, which naturally harbor tmsects 
and diseases. Mums, like many other plants, are subject to attack 
by aphis or plant lice. These are easily controlled by spraying with 
Nicotine Sulphate (Black-Leaf 40) which can be procured at any 
drug or department store. 


One or two dustings during the summer with a 5 or 10 per cent 
DDT dust or spray will eliminate other insects that sometimes 
attack Mums, such as tarnished plant bug, leaf-hopper, leaf-rollers 
and the stalk borer. If you should have fungous trouble on the 
foliage, one or two sprayings with the new preparation called Fermate 
should keep your plants healthy. 


BLOOMING TIME: It has been definitely proved that Chrys- 
anthemums are sensitive to light and that the length of day deter- 
mines the blooming time for a given variety. Since Minnesota Is 
quite far north, where naturally the fall days are shorter than farther 
south, a given variety will normally bloom 20 days earlier here than 
in Texas. We are located approximately 200 miles north of Chicago, 
and we know that the same variety will begin blooming for us four 
or ftve days sooner than in Chicago. From this we deduct that per- 
haps two days for every 100 miles of latitude is about the average 
difference in blooming time. Interesting, isn’t 1t? 


WINTER PROTECTION: The purpose of winter protection is 
probably more to keep the cold in the ground than to keep it out. 
A favorable location, one which does not allow ice and water to stand 
over the plants, is very necessary. It is the alternate thawing and 
freezing that does the winter damage to garden Mums. After the 
tops have been killed by frost, the stems should be cut off 2 to 3 
inches above the crown and burned to prevent the spread of foliage 
disease. We have found that any light, porous material that will 
remain more or less dry during the winter is ideal for covering. Ex- 
celstor, evergreen boughs, marsh hay, and cornstalks are very good 
if applied after the ground is slight frozen. Leaves applied and kept 
dry with a waterproof covering will also make very fine covering.
